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EDITORIAL NOTES 


DOCUMENTS FOR THE SMALL LIBRARY 


by Elleine H. McLellan

THE “SMALL LIBRARY” OF THIS SUBJECT has been interpreted as the 
non-depository public library serving a population of 50,000 or less, 
and needing to supplement its book stock with the publications of 
both federal and state governments. Only a superficial treatment of 
the subject can be made at best, in a short paper, and foreign govern- 
ment publications, with the exception of those of Canada, are neces- 
sarily eliminated, for many reasons. 

Most small libraries would like to make use of the excellent mate- 
rial which comes from government departments, but there are often 
seeming difficulties—in learning what important publications have 
come out, from what sources they have come, and to what extent 
they may be used, as reference or circulating material. To acquire 
and use them successfully the worker with these publications must 
watch closely the lists and periodicals which announce their issue, 
must be familiar with the indexes which are the key to them and, 
most important of all, must have an understanding of the organiza- 
tion of both national and state governments. The Weekly list of 
selected United States government publications, which began in July, 
1928, has been the greatest help yet devised for bringing important 
current documents to the attention of librarians and public. Upon 
application to the Superintendent of Documents, Government Print- 
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ing Office, Washington, D. C., it is sent each week free of charge. 
The arrangement is by subject, with title, issuing office, date, and 
price for each publication, followed by description and summary of 
contents. The Monthly catalogue of United States public documents, 
also issued by the Superintendent of Documents, is a most satisfac- 
tory list which may be obtained for fifty cents a year. It includes 
every publication and gives prices, Library of Congress card num- 
bers, and descriptive items, but contains no annotations. Its annual 
indexes make it a good permanent tool for locating particular mate- 
rial. The Booklist, Book Review Digest, library bulletins, and various 
popular periodicals contain lists of government publications which 
should be checked carefully by every small library. A helpful text- 
book on the subject, Outline for the course in United States govern- 
ment publications as sources of information for libraries, by Anne 
M. Boyd, used in mimeographed form by the classes of the University 
of Illinois Library School for several years past, has been revised 
and is to be published soon by the H. W. Wilson Co. Edith E. Clarke’s 
Guide to the use of United States government publications has been 
for some time an authoritative reference work in this field. The 
Price lists, also obtained free from the Superintendent of Documents, 
should be in every library and should be used constantly as subject 
indexes to the vast output of our government. For other indexes 
many libraries will feel the need of the Checklist, the Document 
catalogue, and the Document index, but in other cases resourceful 
librarians will use to good advantage those indexes issued by the 
various departments and bureaus, and sent free upon request. 
Clarke’s Guide to the use of government publications, Mudge’s Guide 
to the use of reference books, and Library Journal 51:178-179, Feb- 
ruary 15, 1926, will give information as to how many of these have 
been issued and are available. A splendid example is that of the 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce Bureau. First, its various types of 
publications are listed numerically under series with good annota- 
tions, then follows a complete subject index. A similar list comes 
from the Geological Survey, including a subject and author index 
for its publications up to September, 1929, and another comes from 
the Bureau of Mines covering the years 1910 to 1929. From the 
Department of Agriculture one may receive a list of its publications

1901-1925, in its Miscellaneous circular no. 9. There are two excel- 
lent volumes which index the Farmers’ Bulletins, the first of which 
appeared in 1920, covering numbers 1-1000, the second, published 
in 1929, indexing numbers 1001-1500. One may order from the 
Superintendent of Documents the Bureau of Education Bulletins 
1910, no. 3, which lists and indexes the publications of the Bureau 
from 1867-1910, and 1928, no. 17, which covers the period 1906-1927, 
and thereby obtain two compact tools for using a vast store of mate- 
rial issued between 1867 and 1927. Most libraries, small or large, 
find valuable the United States Geological Survey Bulletins 731, 746, 
747, 758, 784 and 802, which form a bibliography of North Ameri- 
can geology and list not only government book, pamphlet, and report 
material on geology but also periodical articles in that field which 
appeared between 1785 and 1926. The sections on one’s own state 
make these indispensable to the reference collection. By keeping all 
of these special lists and indexes within easy reach, patrons may be 
helped quickly or allowed to locate references for themselves in rush 
hours. They serve the purpose also of informing the public as to 
what may be obtained, if material on a given subject is not in the 
library. For a question on raising flaxseed, the indexes to Farmers’ 
Bulletins will furnish the titles of several pamphlets; for studies on 
the geology of the Wichita region of Texas, the section under that 
state in the List of the publications of the geological survey, 1929, 
may be consulted; or for information on unclaimed estates in the 
British Isles, the State Department’s latest quarterly list of publica- 
tions will reveal that its Miscellaneous publication no. 32, 1930, deals 
with that subject. 

Practically every library has access to the Readers’ Guide to Peri- 
odical Literature, and will use it for locating material in the Bulletins 
of the Office of Education, formerly the Bureau of Education, in 
Farmers’ Bulletins, in the Monthly Labor Review and in School Life. 
Those using the Agricultural Index will find indexed in it the publi- 
cations of about twenty offices or bureaus. The government serials 
in some libraries are arranged alphabetically with the ordinary peri- 
odicals included in the indexes, making the work of following up 
references somewhat simpler. Classification of other government 
publications is often a problem to the small library, but appears to

be solved easily by treating them as book material. Some large 
libraries follow that practice, arguing that material otherwise lost 
is thereby discovered by workers or patrons going to those particular 
sections of shelves or catalog. 

The outstanding United States government publications kept in 
reference rooms should need no introduction. Every librarian knows 
the value of the Statistical abstract of the United States, the Comz- 
merce yearbook, the Yearbook of agriculture, the World atlas of 
commercial geology, the Handbook of labor statistics, Mineral re- 
sources of the United States, the Dictionary of altitudes, the Cata- 
logue of coins, the Abstract of the census, the Official Congressional 
directory, and other such important works. Perhaps less familiar is 
that new reference work, Market data handbook of United States, 
1929, issued as number 30 of the Domestic commerce series of the 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce Bureau—‘the result of an effort 
to assemble for each of the 3,073 counties in the United States sta- 
tistical facts indispensable.in the profitable distribution and appraise- 
ment of markets,” and to be obtained from the Superintendent of 
Documents for $2.50. A publication likely to be much in demand is 
Tariff act of 1930, with index, issued by the Treasury Department 
and available in two forms—in paper cover, for twenty cents, or 
bound with inserted blank pages on which notations of changes may 
be made, for $1.50. Transportation on the Great Lakes, 2d ed. 1930, 
and Transportation in the Mississippi and Ohio valleys, 1929, which 
are numbers one and two, respectively, of the Transportation series 
of the Engineer Corps of the War Department, are significant pub- 
lications. Another new work valuable for reference is The United 
Kingdom; an industrial, commercial and financial handbook, 1930 
(Trade promotion series, no. 94)

This information one gains from the bio- 
graphical sketch which precedes the twelve 
short stories in this volume. The tales 
are of great variety, though most of them 
have Peruvian backgrounds, and a very 
feminine outlook on any romantic theme.

Although written in the form of a novel, 
this book constitutes a splendidly written 
chapter out of Mexican contemporary 
politics. It is realistic to the point of 
cruelty; apparently no Mexican politician 
is above reproach. According to Guzman, 
if one is to be a successful politician there, 
one must rise early; the survivor is the 
one who shoots first.

There is a distinct suggestion of Anatole 
France in this whimsical study, written in 
the form of a novel. Paula and Paulita 
typify maturity and youth, respectively. 
The author, a young Jew, is very evidently 
a believer in art for art’s sake, and the 
reader falls under the spell of the beauty 
of his prose.

At her death, Herrero seems 
for the moment profoundly shocked; but 
he recovers himself immediately and seeks 
sympathy from Carmen.
